2. Furthermore the same disagreements set forth in the Final Action, applicant argues that: 

I. CARRIER WAVE from Specification is limitted by Preamble " a computer readable storage medium". However, 
the Examiner respectfully disagrees because, in light of the Specification, " a computer readable storage medium" 
or " a machine readable medium", as disclosed in the Specification, including CARRIER WAVE which is NON- 
STATUTORY. 

II. The limitation " the traditional printed material is NOT DIRECTLY OR COMMUNICATIVELY COUPLED to 
the computer" is NOT a NEW MATTER. However, the Examiner respectfully disagrees because the cited 
Specicfication undoubtedly does NOT disclose the above limitation. On the contrary, the cited Specification 
obviously suggests that " the traditional printed material is EITHER DIRECTLY OR COMMUNICATIVELY 
COUPLED to the computer" (i.e. " a computer system 102 INTERACTS with a traditional paper book 104"). 
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
